; After Runuwing the Train from the 
Track and Standing op T ree 
Train Hands They T:ke to 
tune Woods Poorer Than 
They Came. 


The east-bound overland: train was 
ditched near Cape Hora last 
night at 11:47. A rail had been 
taken out by some parties who 
attempted to rob the train. One 
of them went to the express car 
and demanded a surrender. Chad- 


wick, the messenger, ‘answered “Not 
much!“ slammed the door and extin- 


4 euished the lights, This disconoerted 
them and they left empty-handed. 


“ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS, 


Upon. the arrival of the train here 
the following additidnal facts were 
learned: The stoppage occurred just 
this side of (ape Horn vaa stiff up 
grade, and iu a cut where it was al- 
most impossible te seriously damage 
the train. One of the rails had been 
taken up and pushed in one foot to- 
wards the other rail. The spikes were 
carefully laid on the ties. The two 
locomotives anda fruit car ran off. The 
first engiue turned over on its side, an d 
the second mired. Fireman Boyd 
was the only one injured. He jump- 
ed from the train spraninog his ankle. 
New engines were sent up and the 
train moved again in about eight 
hours. 


THE MESSENGER'S STORY. 

A Gazetre reporter interviewed
